Therefo re, he has been try ing to anticipate so me o f the 
dev elo pments in the nex t fiv e o r 10 y ears.

Up, Down 


Fire insurance rates in Cali­ 
fo rnia are go ing up fo r the 
o wners o f small ho mes and 
do wn fo r the o wners o f 16 rge 
o nes, and generally the changes 
will benefit Marin Co unty . 
The rates, taking effect to ­ 
mo rro w, will increase annual 
rates by $1 to $3 0 a y ear fo r 
small ho mes and dro p premi­ 
ums fro m $1 to $5 0 a y ear o n 
ho mes insured fo r $15 ,000 and 
up. 
Mo st ho mes in Marin fall into 
the higher catego ry , San Ra­ 
fael insurance agent Gene F. 
O’Co nno r said. Many ho me o wn­ 
ers in Marin also buy “ pack­ 
age” insurance which co v ers 
liability , medical pay ments fo r 
accidents as well as fire and 
ex tended co v erage, 
he said. 
The package po licy will no t 
change. 
The Pacific Fire Rating Bu­ 
reau said the changes were due 
to an increase in lo sses due to 
fire, ex plo sio n and sto rm in 
the smaller ho mes. 
Tho se with three-y ear po li­ 
cies will no t be affected by the 
new rate until the end o f the 
current three-y ear term. Ho w­ 
ev er, large ho me o wners may 
benefit by reductio ns in rate 
o n a three-y ear po licy at the 
first anniv ersary date.

Variance Confuses 
Dispute On Duplex 


Mill Valley Planners Try For 


Settlement, Continue Matter

A no man’s land and a six th 
v ariance further confused the 
unmerry mix up of Millwood 
Street last night. 
Mill Valley planing commis­ 
sioners tried to settle the dis­ 
pute ov er the duplex at 20 Mill­ 
wood Street, but decided, after 
much debate, the matter should 
be continued to J an. 14 to act 
upon the six required v ariances 
at one time. 
J esper C. Strandgaard, acting 
for his partner, City Engineer 
Stanley M. Bala, reported a city 
surv ey of the boundary lines 
on either side of the Lloy d L. 
Seitzinger duplex at 20 Mill­ 
wood has shown that the Seit- 
zingers hav e a 1.9-foot setback 
on the north side of the duplex . 
This surv ey is in agreement 
with one taken by F. J . Grew 
of 24 M i l l w ood , who has 
charged that while he and his 
wife were in Europe, the Seitz- 
ingers built the duplex to the 
1.9-foot setback under a three- 
foot v ariance from the sev en- 
foot setback requirement. 
Strandgaard said his surv ey 
also found that there is a one- 
foot stretch of land running 
131 feet deep b e t w e e n the 
Grews and Seitzingers which 
belongs to Norman C. Ortman 
J r. of Mill Valley and other 
persons. 
“ This is a no man’s land,” 
said the engineer. He recom­ 
mended that, to straighten the 
matter out, the Seitzinger boun­ 
dary line be mov ed one foot 
toward the Grew property and 
the Molly B. Citrin boundary 
line (the property contiguous 
on the south to Seitzinger) be 
mov ed also one foot toward the 
Seitzingers. He suggested the 
“ no man’s land’’ came about 
through an error by Ortman 
when he subdiv ided. 
The planning commissioners 
seemed to be in accord with 
Strandgaard’s suggestion but 
took no action. 
Ortman, who said today he 
purposely stay ed away from 
the meeting, admitted he was

Tower Rises 


2,063 Feet 


BLANCHARD, N. D. UPI — 
Rising into a haze often con­ 
cealing its distant tip, a huge 
telev ision tower two miles west 
of here giv es ev ery appearance 
of that fabled “ Stairway to 
Paradise.” 
But the illusion is shattered 
on a clear day when the tip of 
the tower is v isible some 2,06 3 
feet abov e pancake flat prairie 
land in eastern North Dakota. 
The massiv e structure, gear­ 
ed to beam a strong telev ision 
signal more than 100 miles in 
all directions, is owned by Pem­ 
bina Broadcasting Co. of North 
Dakota, a subsidiary of Polaris 
Corp., Milwaukee, Wis. It was 
built in 30 day s by an 11-man 
crew of Kline Iron and Steel 
Co., Columbia, S. C. 


Work on the tower, esti­ 
mated to cost almost a half 
million dollars, was started 
early in October and com­ 
pleted Nov . 1. 


The structure e x c e e d s by 
slightly more than 300 feet the 
prev ious world record for a 
man-made structure, a 1,7 51 
foot TV tower near Knox v ille, 
Tenn. It dwarfs the Empire 
State Building by almost 6 00 
feet and is nearly double the 
h e i g h t of the famed Eiffel 
Tower. 
Its other statistics are equal­ 
ly impressiv e. The triangular- 
shape structure was built atop 
a foundation that has 8 7 wood­ 
en pilings, 7 5 feet long, ham­ 
mered into the earth. Ov er that 
was poured 14 5 y ards of con­ 
crete, eight and one-half feet 
thick at the center. 


Nine permanent guy wires 
stretching out almost a quar­ 
ter of a mile hold the tower 
in place. Each of the guy 
wires is held in the ground 
by T-shape anchors weighing 
4 ,000 pounds each. 


The steel for the structure 
was hauled here by sev en rail­ 
road cars, then trucked to the 
site of the tower. 
For maintenance work on the 
giant structure, an elev ator is 
being installed in the center. 
It will rise to the 1,94 8-foot 
lev el, with the remaining 115 
feet to be scaled by ladder. 
Sitting atop the structure is 
the telev ision antenna, topped 
off by a huge beacon light con­ 
taining fourteen 6 5 0-watt bulbs, 
to warn any fly ers who may 
feel secure cruising along at 
2,000 feet. 


Fiv e engineers collaborat­ 
ed in designing the structure. 
The man directing the con­ 
struction was Clint Capps, a 
4 0-y ear-old, weather-harden­ 
ed six -footer who calls Nash­ 
v ille, Tenn., his home, but 
t r av e l s t h e c ou n t r y 10 
months of the y ear putting 
up huge TV towers. 


Capps helped build the first 
tower for satellite tracking at 
Coc oa Beach, Fla., and ac­ 
knowledges that “ it’s quite a 
thrill” to hav e built the world 
record-breaker here. 
The crew foreman said he 
trav eled to the top of the struc­ 
ture once, “ but was too busy to 
take a look around.” 
Capps noted that the wind 
created some problems for his 
lofty workers when the tower 
was near completion, but add­ 
ed that it was “ nothing danger- 
oup.” The tower is built to sway 
13.9 feet in a 120 m.p.h. wind.

IT DEPENDS ON DEALER 
Over-The-Counter Mart Prices Vary 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UD — The price 
paid for a stock on the huge 
over-the-counter market—OTC 
■—can vary in several ways. 
A dealer may pay a whole­ 
sale price for it, while the pub­ 
lic pays a retail price, which 
is the wholesale price plus 
some additions. And these can 
be figured more than one way. 
If your broker acts as an 
agent, he buys the stock for 
you at the best wholesale price 
he can get at the time by phon­ 
ing around to other dealers and 
consulting a wholesale listing 
he gets every morning. Then 
he adds on a commission, and 
this also can vary among brok­ 
ers. 
If your broker acts as a prin­ 
cipal, he presumably carries ac­ 
tive OTC stocks in inventory 
and sells you one plus a mark­ 
up as he determines. 
The National Assn. of Securi­ 
ties Dealers, Inc. — NASD — 
set up by Congress in 1939 to 
regulate its more than 4,000 
member dealers operating in 
the OTC, keeps an eye in a 
general way on both the com­ 
missions 
and 
the 
markups 
charged and also on publishing 


of OTC reail price ranges for 
the guidance to the public. 
The OTC is much larger both 
in number of issues available 
for trading and in volume of 
sales, than the nation’s formal 
stock exchanges where o n l y 
listed stocks can be bought and 
sold and where listing is sub­ 
ject to strict rules. 
But some of the large broker­ 
age firms charge commissions 
for OTC trading comparable to 
those prescribed by the nation’s 
formal stock exchanges. Others 
may charge commissions that 
range higher than this, especi­ 
ally for the lower-priced stocks, 
of which there are an abun­ 
dance among the OTC’s some 
40,000 issues available, nation­ 
ally or regionally, for purchase 
by the public. 
A Securities and Exchange 
Commission study group re­ 
ported this year on many 
phases of the securities market 
noted of the OTC: “Principal 
markups ordinarily run higher 
than agency commissions and 
they are even higher in so call­ 
ed riskless transactions which 
constitute a substantial pro­ 
portion of retail transactions.” 
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A deal is dubbed riskless 
when a dealer sells as a prin­ 
cipal to his customer — charg­ 
ing the wholesale price plus 
his particular markup — but 
at the same time buys similar 
shares in the wholesale market. 
Thus he avoids the risk of 
actually carry ing a large in­ 
ventory, although he appears 
to be selling from such an in­ 
ventory and acting as a prin­ 
cipal for profit. 
Brokers can get wholesale 
price lists from a private or­ 
ganization, the National Quota­ 
tion Bureau. It collects most of 
the quotations by telephone as 
dealers report at what prices 
they ’ll buy or sell specified 
issues — known as bid and 
asked. 
The NASD says that most of 


its dealer members are ethical 
and abide by its standards for 
a fair markup or commission. 
It also say's it’s only fair to 
the smaller dealers that the 
wholesale, or insider, bid and 
asked list be k e pt private, 
while the retail price list is 
made public. The argument: 
the small dealer couldn’t af­ 
ford the lower markup a big 
firm might charge and such 
publicity could force the small­ 
er ones to the wall. 
Critics of the NASD system 
contend that the public should 
know at what price an issue ac­ 
tually was traded. 
The argument could reach 
Congress if it takes up recom­ 
mendations for new regulations 
for the securities markets in 
general.

penalty and abandon the build­ 
ing, presumably for the sake 
of administrative efficiency, to 
split up the department, thus 
separating functions, or to add 
to the present building. 
Aside from these present and 
pressing problems, many off­ 
beat ideas are being 
kicked 
around. 
There is, for instance, the 
recurrent proposal for a “City 
and County of Marin.” If such 
a consolidation 
should 
ever 
come about,, large amounts of 
space would have to be found, 
and quickly. 
Also, the board of supervi­ 
sors again has asked for es­ 
tablishment of a Marin County 
Transit 
District, 
but 
little 
thought has been given to 
needs for adiministrative of­ 
fices for it. 
Officials in the c o u n t y 
schools office have made large 
estimates of future s pa c e 
needs, according to Bruce, but 
their needs are closely control­ 
led by what happens in terms 
of school district unification 
in the next few years. District 
unifications m i g h t decrease 
county-level jobs, but on the 
other hand, 
if a countywide 
school district were establish­ 
ed, the office might blossom 
out into something so large it 
would need several buildings 
of its own. 
Urban renewal may become 
a county problem some day, 
and mental health is virtually 
certain to do so before June. 
These functions would need 
space. 
Present proposals for parks 
and recreation, now squeezed 
into what was a meeting room 
because earlier plans had not 
thought of it, are to eventual­ 
ly move the offices to the 
county fairgrounds site, and to 
make the recreation director 
responsible, perhaps, for the 
fair too. 
Then there are the special 
interests. Mental health is one 
example, but another which has 
been below the surface so far 
has been a suggestion by the 
Marin County Bar Assn. for a 
publicly supported legal aid of­ 
fice, presumably housed near 
the courts. 
In addition to all this guess­ 
work, the architects have faced 
a different problem: 
Not all 
governmental functions can be 
convenientally squeezed 
into 
the mold of the Wright-design­ 
ed building. 
Here, the architects have 
been try ing out their ingenuity. 
Why, for instance, do ceilings 
of courtrooms have to be high? 
And why does the judge have 
to sit at center stage? 
Some other courtrooms built 
recently have departed from 
the norm. The most radical 
change, according to Green, is 
a new courthouse in Oregon 
with courtrooms in the round.

Next to San Anselmo, San 
Rafael has one of the lowest 
rates in the county. Rates in 
other Marin cities are higher 
and in rural areas, far from 
fire fighting equipment, the 
rates are higher still.

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JAPANESE WANT 
BAY TRANSIT JOB 


Men Who Designed 150 Mile-Per-Hour Train 
Plan To Enter Bidding For Projected System 


By ROBERT CRABBE 
TOKYO (UPD — The Japanese 
want to hang “Made in Japan” 
signs on the high-speed trains 
that will link the California 
cities of San Francisco and 
Oakland sometime in 1909. 
The men who designed Ja­ 
pan’s 150-mile-an-hour Tokaido 
express train plan to enter a 
bid to build the rolling stock 
for the San Francisco Bay 
Area’s projected transit sys­ 
tem. 
The fact that the odds are 
against them doesn’t bother the 
Japanese at all. They figure 
that America’s major cities will 
spend something like 100 bil­ 
lion dollars during the next 10 
years to develop rapid transit 
systems, and they’re out for 
a cut of the business. 
Reports in Tokyo indicate 
that the Bay Area System will 
cost about a billion dollars, 
with 200 million dollars to be 
spent on air-conditioned alum­ 
inum cars. 
Though the Japanese figure 
that “Buy American” policies 
will work against them in Cali­ 
fornia, they feel that bidding 
on the San Francisco job will 
be an important exercise in 
learning the ground in the 
United States. 
They are looking beyond 
San Francisco to other rapid 
transit developments now on 
the drawing boards in New 
York, Chicago, Cleveland and 
St. Louis. 
Members of the Japanese 
combine will include three ma­ 


jor electrical companies, To­ 
shiba, Mitsubishi and Fuji. The 
Kawasaki and Japan rail coach 
companies also are joining the 
combine, long with the Mitsu 
bishi nd Mitsui trading com­ 
panies.

Japan’s overseas sales of roll­ 
ing stock have risen steadily 
since the war, reaching a peak 
of 74 million dollars in 1961.

NEW YORK (UPD — In 1963 
experimental science produced 
sound reasons fo r believing 
blood circulation can be stop­ 
ped for much longer than is 
now thought possible. 
It bodes well for the future 
of desperation surgery involv­ 
ing the brain. That sovereign 
organ and all other nerve tis­ 
sues are especially sensitive to 
any halt in blood flow. 
Dr. George Smith, a Scot­ 
tish surgical scientist, demon­ 
strated in dogs that blood cir­ 
culation can be halted for 30 
minutes without harming them. 
Thirty minutes would be am­ 
ple time f c " brain surgery 
which now L 
^possible. 
Brain and other nerve cells 
are exquisitely dependent 
upon a constant supply of 
oxygen. They get their oxy­ 
gen from the circulating 
blood. So do all other cells 
but nerve cells never recover 
from oxygen starvation.' 
Smith and his Glasgow col­ 
leagues achieved their startling 
experimental results by com­ 
bining two proved principles. 
When body temperatures are 
lowered, body cells require less 
oxygen. When oxygen is pres­ 
surized, tissues liquify some 
of it and store it. 
Their experiments were di­ 
vided into a number of parts. 
In one the experimental ani­ 
mals overbreathed ordinary 
air at its normal pressure of 
one “atmosphere,” that is 14.7 
pounds per square inch at sea 
level. Then their circulation 
was stopped. The safe period 
it could remain stopped was 
4 minutes. 
When 
they 
overbreathed 
pure oxygen at one atmosphere 
of pressure, the safe stoppage 
time was raised 1 minute, to 
5. When oxygen pressure was 
doubled to 2 atmosphere, the 
stoppage time was increased to

8 minutes. This showed that 
the higher oxygen “tension” 
the more was stored for use 
while no blood flowed. 
Next the scientists cooled 
the animals down to a tem­ 
perature of 80 .3 degrees (F) 
which is considered mild “hy­ 
pothermia” for man or beast 
Under this condition the safe 
stoppage time was 20 min­ 
utes for oxygen pressurized 
at one atmosphere and 3 0 
minutes for two atmospheres. 
Smith is a fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons and 
he has had American recogni­ 
tion in a fellowship in the 
American college. He and his 
associates reported their re­ 
sults to the latter’s technical 
journal. 
Their measurements of lack 
of brain damage in their ani­ 
mals were exacting. They in­ 
cluded observations of behav­ 
ior for days after blood cir­ 
culation was restored, plus 
chemical and microscopic tests. 
“The benefits of an operat­ 
ing room In which th* 
environmental pressure could 
be Increased to two or three 
atmospheres would seem to be 
particularly useful where cir­ 
culatory arrest or artificial 
circulation would be benefi­ 
cial,” they said. 
Three such rooms, called 
“hyperbaric chamben,” now 
exist in the United States and 
a fourth, at New York’s Mount 
Sinai Hospital, will be ready 
early in 1964. They're used 
now to revive victims of car­ 
bon monoxide and barbiturates 
poisoning, to enhance the kill­ 
ing power of X-rays in eancer 
cells and to ease persons with 
impaired circulation through 
surgery.

JAPANESE WANT 
BAY TRANSIT JOB 


Men Who Designed 150 Mile-Per-Hour Train 


Plan To Enter Bidding For Projected System 


By ROBERT CRABBE 
TOKYO (UPD — The Japanese 
want to hang “Made in Japan" 
signs on the high-speed trains 
that will link the California 
cities of San Francisco and 
Oakland sometime in 1969. 
The men who designed Ja­ 
pan’s 150-mile-an-hour Tokaido 
express train plan to enter a 
bid to build the rolling stock 
for the San Francisco Bay 
Area's projected transit sys­ 
tem. 
The fact that the odds are 
against them doesn’t bother the 
Japanese at all. They figure 
that America’s major cities will 
spend something like 100 bil­ 
lion dollars during the next 10 
years to develop rapid transit 
systems, and they’re out for 
a cut of the business. 
Reports In Tokyo indicate 
that the Bay Area System will 
cost about a billion dollars, 
with 200 million dollars to be 
spent on air-conditioned alum­ 
inum cars. 
Though the Japanese figure 
that “Buy American" policies 
w ill work against them in Cali­ 
fornia, they feel that bidding 
on the San Francisco job will 
be an Important exercise in 
learning the ground in th e 
United States. 
T h e y are looking beyond 
San Francisco to other rapid 
transit developments now on 
the drawing boards in N e w 
York, Chicago, Cleveland and 
St. Louis. 
Members of the Japanese 
combine will include three ma­ 


jor electrical companies, To­ 
shiba, Mitsubishi and Fuji. The 
Kawasaki and Jtpan rail coach 
companies also are joining the 
combine, long with the Mitsu­ 
bishi nd Mitsui trading com­ 
panies. 
They are asking the Japa­ 
nese government to run as 
much interference for them as 
it can to combat “Buy Ameri­ 
can’’ strictures in areas where 
rapid transit jobs will be up 
for bid. 
The Japanese train makers 
figure that in areas where the 
decisions are purely economic, 
they may be alble to score by 
offering lower bids than Amer 
lean and European rolling stock 
makers can afford. 
Japan has been a pioneer in 
post war train development. 
The special Tokaido line, 
which eventually will link Tok 
yo with industrial center at 
Osaka, 300 miles to the south, 
is moving slowly toward com 
pletion. 
The fast new trains have 
been tested successfully, how­ 
ever, over completed stretches 
of track. 
A monorail system between 
Tokyo international airport and 
the downtown part of the city 
is now being readied for the 
1964 Olympics. 
Japan’s overseas sales of roll­ 
ing stock have risen steadily 
since the war, reaching a peak 
of 74 million dollars in 1961. 
They fell to 43.5 million dol­ 
lars in 1962.

$15,000 and Karas’ at $17,500. 
Bail for Seward, on a charge 
of possession for sale, was set 
at $5,000 Taiz was charged with 
simple possession and his bail 
was set at $3,300.

It just isn’t decent for a well- 
dressed Highlander to go about 
getting into brawls.

Oliver Harrison Jr. told Marin 
Municipal Court Judge Leonard

ing his actions last Dec. 14 out­ 
side Pipers Cove, a new Tib­ 
urón bar. 
After a preliminary hearing, 
Judge Thomas ordered Harri­ 
son to answer in superior court 
a charge of assault with a dead­ 
ly weapon. 
Harrison, 38, of San Fran­ 
cisco, was arrested for alleged­ 
ly using a jeweled dirk in an 
attack on San Francisco adver­ 
tising man Roger W. Kittinger, 
33. 
Kittinger started the whole 
thing, Harrison testified at the 
hearing, by his unseemingly 
behavior in the bar, where 
Harrison, of Scottish descent, 
was all set to play the pipes. 
KRtinger and two other men 
were “throwing darts around 
with complete disregard for 
people’s safety,” Harrison said. 
When 
Kittinger 
and 
his 
friends left, the bartender ask­ 
ed Harrison to follow them out 
and “keep an eye on ’em" in 
case of more trouble, the bag­ 
piper said. 
“1 didn’t want to stay out 
there all night. 1 wanted to go 
back and play the pipes,” Har­ 
rison told the court. “So I grab­ 
bed Kittinger by the shirt, and 
told them all to get the hell 
out of town." Then, he said, 
Kittenger began to pummel 
him, knocking his head against 
a streetlamp. 
“I was wearing one of my 
better 
uniforms," 
Harrison 
said. “I was wearing my kilts 
regimental style, meaning I had 
nothing on underneath, and I 


thought it would be somewhat 
improper to roll around in the 
dirt. So 1 didn’t want to fight 
back." 
Instead, Harrison said, he 
“hauled out” his dirk from its 
leather scabbard. “It was so 
big and so wicked-looking that 
I thought if I just waved it like 
a magic wand, they’d all dis­ 
appear.” 
Kittenger grabbed or swung 
at the dirk, cutting his fingers. 
The dirk, with a 10-inch 
blade and jeweled handle, was 
entered into evidence. Harrison 
said it’s worth about $500 and 
is from the Gordon Highland­ 
ers. Inscribed on its handle is 
“Egypt — ’96,” referring to the 


founding of the Scottish regi­ 
ment in 1796. 
Because of its value, Harri­ 
son said, he hid the dirk with 
a friend after the Tiburon scuf­ 
fle. He turned over a smaller 
dirk to sheriff’s deputies but 
said he told them it was not 
the one used in the alleged 
fight. 
William O. Weissich, Harri­ 
son’s attorney, said the big dirk 
was “not produced till today on 
my advice, and Mr. Harrison 
wants to be sure he gets it 
back." 
Judge Thomas ordered Harri­ 
son to appear in superior court 
Jan. 6 at 10 a.m. to answer the 
assault charge. Harrison is free 
on $1.000 bail.

NEW YORK (UPD — In 1963 
experimental science produced 
sound reasons f o r believing 
blood circulation can be stop­ 
ped for much longer than is 
now thought possible. 
It bodes well for the future 
of desperation surgery involv­ 
ing the brain. That sovereign 
organ and all other nerve tis­ 
sues are especially sensitive to 
any halt in blood flow. 
Dr. George Smith, a Scot­ 
tish surgical scientist, demon­ 
strated in dogs that blood cir­ 
culation can be halted for 30 
minutes without harming them. 
Thirty minutes would be am­ 
ple time fc 
brain surgery 
which now i. 
.ipcssible. 
Brain and other nerve cells 
are exquisitely dependent 
upon a constant supply of 
oxygen. They get their oxy­ 
gen from the circulating 
blood. So do all other cells 
but nerve cells never recover 
from oxygen starvation. ' 
Smith and his Glasgow col­ 
leagues achieved their startling 
experimental results by com­ 
bining two proved principles. 
When body temperatures are 
lowered, body cells require less 
oxygen. When oxygen is pres­ 
surized, tissues liquify some 
of it and store it. 
Their experiments were di­ 
vided into a number of parts. 
In one the experimental ani­ 
mals 
overbreathed 
ordinary 
air at its normal pressure of 
one “atmosphere,” that is 14.7 
pounds per square inch at sea 
level. Then their circulation 
was stopped. The safe period 
it could remain stopped was 
4 minutes. 
When 
they 
overbreathed 
pure oxygen at one atmosphere 
of pressure, the safe stoppage 
time was raised 1 minute, to 
5. When oxygen pressure was 
doubled to 2 atmosphere, the 
stoppage time was increased to 


8 minutes. This showed that 
the higher oxygen “tension’* 
the more was stored for use 
while no blood flowed. 
Next the scientists cooled 
the animals down to a tem­ 
perature of 80.3 degrees (F) 
which Is considered mild “hy­ 
pothermia" for man or beast. 
Under this condition the safe 
stoppage time was 20 min­ 
utes for oxygen pressurized 
at one atmosphere and 30 
minutes for two atmospheres. 
Smith is a fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons and 
he has had American recogni­ 
tion in a fellowship in the 
American college. He and his 
associates reported their re­ 
sults to the latter’s technical 
journal. 
Their measurements of lack 
of brain damage in their ani­ 
mals were exacting. They in­ 
cluded observations of behav­ 
ior for days after blood cir­ 
culation was restored, plus 
chemical and microscopic tests. 
“The benefits of an operat­ 
ing 
r o o m 
In which th* 
environmental pressure could 
be increased to two or three 
atmospheres would seem to be 
particularly useful where cir­ 
culatory arrest or artificial 
circulation would be benefi­ 
cial,” they said. 
Three such rooms, called 
“hyperbaric chambers,” now 
exist in the United States and 
a fourth, at New York’s Mount 
Sinai Hospital, will be ready 
early in 1964. They’re used 
now to revive victims of car­ 
bon monoxide and barbiturates 
poisoning, to enhance the kill­ 
ing power of X-rays in cancer 
cells and to ease persons with 
impaired circulation through 
surgery.

Hunting seasons drawing to 
t close are for quail, chukars, 
tree squirrels, cottontail rab­ 
bits and bear. So today is the 
last chance to get in on what 
the state say s is the best up ­ 
land game season “in several 
y ears.” 
Lakes op ening up for y ear 
around trout fishing are Suc­ 
cess in Tulare County , Trinity 


in Trinity County , West Valley 
in Modoc County and Keweah 
in Tulare County . 
The limit 
will be five, ex cep t during the 
general trout season when it 
will be 10. 
The new Whiskey town Lake, 
in Shasta County , will not op en 
until May 2, although after that 
it also will be a >*3ar ’rounder. 
The sp ecial fly fishing only 
season on the Kings River will 
run through Feb. 29. But the

JOHNSON CITY, Tex. W —

has decided to spend about 51 
billion dollars on defense next 
year.

WASHINGTON UP>—Congress i was assassinated Nov. 22 and 
has ended its longest peace­ 
time session with fair warning 
that when it returns to work in

which this or any Congress is 
likely to be required to reach.”

The battles over civil rights 
legislation and tax reduction 
had been only postponed and 
still lay ahead. 
The Senate completed action 
on the battered three-billion- 
dollar foreign-aid measure yes­ 
terday including the provision 
giving the president discretion­ 
ary authority to approve gov­ 
ernment guarantees of credit 
for private commodity sales to 
the Soviet bloc. 
With this out of the way the 
Senate adjourned at 2:19 p.m. 
and the House made it official 
at 2:51 p.m. after a one-minute 
session. 
For all the frustrations and 
pokiness jt was also a historic 
session, experiencing the jolt­ 
ing transition of administra­ 
tions when John F. Kennedy 


Lyndon B. Johnson took over 
the presidency.

We all kn o w o u r n eed 
fo r p articip atio n in rap id tran sit p lan ­ 
n in g , ev en if n ecessary with o u r o wn 
Marin district. Pro b lems o f ev ery so rt 
are in ev iden ce o n lo cal lev els. The 
g reat p o in t is that thro u g ho u t the g amu t

in g co u n ty we fin d tho u g htfu l, mo stly 
well co o rdin ated effo rt b y p eo p le o f 
b o th q u alificatio n an d dedicatio n . 
On the hu man side we are so richly 
b lessed—in p arallel with o u r sp len did 
en v iro n men t—that 1964 can n o t b u t p ay 
g reat div iden ds in ev ery co n stru ctiv e 
field.

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TODAYS EDITORIAL 
Marin Faces 1964 In A 
Mood For Progress 


Perhaps it’s only an illusion that 1963 
has had more than its share of sad mo­ 
ments and inner misgivings. Every year 
seems in retrospect to be drawing to 
rather a mournful conclusion and un­ 
fortunately this is not merely a letdown 
from Christmas festivity; there are rea­ 
sons for the feeling, yet such is man's 
capacity for hope that the thought of a 
fresh brand new year a-dawning is eter­ 
nal uplift to the spirit. 
We in Marin County were deeply con­ 
scious of sorrow and of error at a num­ 
ber of periods of the year just slipping 
away. It would avail nothing now to re­ 
call anything of the sort. What seems 
constructive is to realize thoughtfully 
that out of past mistakes, and from 
the counsel of community or national 
leaders who have departed, we have 
gained weapons with which to attack 
problems of our immediate future. 
This county in general is more than 
ever awakened to the dangers of hodge­ 
podge pell-mell growth in a period of 
rapidly increasing population. 
Such planning in considerable degree 
centers on our county and city planning 
groups. And in this connection it is not­ 
able that within 1964 the county plan­ 
ning office may at last gain the services 
of a zoning administrator to speed 
things up and lift a burden of routine 
off the commission’s back. 
But planning must be regarded in the 
largest sense. For example, we decid­ 
edly must seek a sounder economic 
foundation in this predominately resi­ 
dential county, yet in so doing we must 
enhance rather than detract from Ma­ 
rin’s superb natural attractions. The 
projected Stanford survey sponsored by 
Supervisor Byron W. Leydecker and fi­ 
nancially aided by private interests as 
well as county taxpayers has immense 
possibilities. Better than ever before, 


we should soon be in position to see 
what industries and businesses natur­ 
ally fit here; which can lighten the load 
of the property-owner without the 
drawbacks of heavy industry, and how* 
we can attract such economic assets. 
Marin participation both as a county, 
and through membership of cities, in 
the Association of Bay Area Govern­ 
ments is an implementation of planning 
on the regional scale. This is an essen­ 
tial to future cooperation. 
It would not be surprising to see 
spectacular moves 
forward 
in 
the 
sphere of linking county and city gov­ 
ernments, though any concept of a 
“City and County of Marin’’ seems a 
thing for the rather remote future. But 
such as is good about this idea certainly 
may be tackled. To reduce the number 
of our confusing, often costly, some­ 
times overlapping districts and similar 
units is a job fitting accurately into 1964 
prospects. 
Culturally Marin County is active and 
in many ways well favored. If there is 
any specific need in this field, perhaps 
it is for growth of some single larger co­ 
hesive enterprise such as the summer 
seminars at Aspen, Colorado. This idea 
might take root and flourish suddenly. 
What has been mentioned touches 
only the surface. We all know our need 
for participation in rapid transit plan­ 
ning, even if necessary with our own 
Marin district. Problems of every sort 
are in evidence on local levels. The 
great point is that throughout the gamut 
of the responsibilities in this fast-grow­ 
ing county we find thoughtful, mostly 
well coordinated effort by people of 
both qualification and dedication. 
On the human side we are so richly 
blessed—in parallel with our splendid 
environment—that 1964 cannot but pay 
great dividends in every constructive 
field.

County's Heliport 
Must Be Public 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


We are pleased that heli­ 
copters have come to your at­ 
tention and that you appear 
enthusiastic at the prospect 
of scheduled helicopter serv­ 
ice to Marin. We are equally 
enthusiastic, but wish to clar­ 
ify recent articles and editor­ 
ials in the I-J. 
Marin is not now becoming 
a home for whirly-birds, but 
has been home for over two 
years. Commodore Helicop­ 
ters, Inc. was incorporated in 
November 1961 and received 
delivery of its first helicopter 
in March 1962. The State of 
California granted a heliport 


permit for our use on Dec. 
18, 1961. It is this heliport, 
the 
Commodore 
Heliport, 
which has been proposed for 
improvement and operation 
as the Marin County Heliport. 
Although desirous of in­ 
creased helicopter activity in 
Marin, we hope that the pro­ 
posed heliport will be so de­ 
signed and built that it satis­ 
fies all safety requirements 
of the Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration, and 
that 
the 
F.A.A. be brought in at an 
early stage of planning, long 
before final approval by the 
supervisors. 
We are pleased that the 
supervisors have given their 
tentative 
approval 
for 
ex­ 
penditures of funds for a 
county heliport, but feel that 
a county heliport must be 
public, not private. 
A county heliport must be 


no different than a county 
airport; that is, it must be 
inclusive, 
not 
exclusive— it 
must invite rather than dis­ 
courage general use— it must 
be open to all owners of heli­ 
copters at no charge or a 
nominal charge. 
Unless the Marin County 
Heliport is indeed a public 
facility, it is as much a mis­ 
appropriation of public funds 
as if the county built a park­ 
ing garage for a car rental 
agency or a bus station for a 
bus company. 
It is absolutely necessary 
that representatives of the 
county, the F.A.A., the land 
owners, and all 
interested 
parties 
thoroughly 
resolve 
these and other questions be­ 
fore final approval by the 
board of supervisors.

This is an item that has 
been going up generally, with 
more and more cities and 
towns getting into the act 
along with the states. 
The top charges run as high 
as $72.95, in Oklahoma, and 
$69.35, in Minnesota. (Califor­ 
nia’s basic registration fee is 
$9—plus 2 per cent of the 
car’s assessed value. — EDI­ 
TOR.) 
A mass of information has 
been gathered about car tags 
by the American Automobile 
Assn. and the National Geo­ 
graphic Society. 


FOR ONE thing, t h e r e 
seems to be a trend toward 
making the tags g<w>d for 
more than one year. Nineteen 
states now issue stickers or 
tabs instead of requiring an 
annual replacement of plates. 
Also, more states each year 
are using reflective plates. 
These cost a little extra to 
make, how much depending 
on how many years they are 
supposed to last. 
The average cost of manu­ 
facturing tags runs about 15 


to 30 cents. Nearly all are 
made by prison labor. The 
size Is now a standard 12 by 
6 inches, after many years 
of variety. 


VARIOUS STATES like to 
use the tags to advertise their 


special qualities or attrac­ 
tions. 
Only infrequently is there 
any objection from car own­ 
ers, but it was reported re­ 
cently that one citizen threat­ 
ened to go to court to prevent 
New York from advertising 
its world fair on his 1964 
plates. 
Registration of autos began 
in 1901, in New York State. 
The need was obvious — to 
help identify a car that was 
stolen or involved in an acci­ 
dent. At the beginning the

didn't 
amount 
to 
much—$1 a car.

In addition to the 
considerable information he 
has already turned over to 
the probers, Williams will sub­ 
mit new material he has un­ 
covered. 
Two other potentially high­ 
ly explosive cases are being 
explored by Williams. 
One involves conflict-of-in­ 
terest charges against an im­ 
portant official of the foreign 
aid administration; the other, 
startling irregularities in a 
government agency. 


WILLIAMS has specialized 
in exposing tax scandals. His 
reverberating d i s c l o s u r e s 
rocked the administrations of 
Presidents T r u m a n , Eisen­ 
hower and K enn e^. 
He played a prominent role 
in the Henry Gruenwald case, 
the Bernard Goldfine sensa­ 
tions that led to the resigna­ 
tion of White House assistant 
Sherman Adams, and the still- 
unfinished Billie Sol E s t e s 
affair. 
It was Williams’ disclosures 
that also forced out of office 
a State Department official 
who hadn’t filed an income

Fusselmans To Observe 
Golden Anniversary 


Fifty years ago tomorrow, 
in Tacoma, Wash., a young 
man 
traveling 
the 
Pacific 
Northwest as a manufacturers’ 
agent and a young woman who 
had just resigned her school- 
teaching job started the new 
year right with a Jan. 1 wed­ 
ding. 
William D. Fusselman, the 
young salesman of half a cen­ 
tury ago, is now the veteran 
chairman of the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors, strongly 
rumored to be planning to 
seek a seventh term on the 
board in next June’s election. 
The then-schoolteacher is tho 
former long-time chairman of 
the Marin Junior College Dis­ 
trict board. 


William D. and Ada M. 
Fusselman (he’s “Bill” to 
her and she’s always “Billie” 
to him) will celebrate their 
golden wedding quietly. They 
plan to have dinner with a 
few of their nieces and neph­ 
ews. 


Forty-five of the Fusselmans’ 
50 years of married life have 
been spent in Marin. But the 
first five years saw a bit of 
moving about. 
He was born in Kansas, she 
in Wisconsin, but both families 
moved to Washington when 
the future couple were chil­ 
dren. 


They met when both were 
students at College of Puget 
Sound (now University of Pu­ 
get Sound). Fusselman return­ 
ed to college after selling two 
candy stores he owned in Bel­ 
lingham, Wash., having started 
in the candy making business 
at the age of 14 and become 
foreman of a retail shop at 17. 
His bride-to-be was studying to 
become a teacher. 
After their graduation from 
college, “Bill” read law for 
three 
years 
while 
“Billie” 
taught school at Waitsburg, 
Wash., then at Blaine, where 
she doubled as teacher of 
Latin and English in high 
school and of music in elemen­ 


tary schools. Fusselman then 
put in a stint as special offi­ 
cer for the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, then took over from 
his father the representation 
in the Northwest of some east­ 
ern manufacturers. It was at 
that point that he persuaded 
his sweetheart, by then teach­ 
ing at Burlington (Wash.) High 
School, to quit teaching and be 
his bride. 
Three and one - half years 
later, they moved to Long 
Beach, Calif., where Fusselman 
drove rivets at a World War I 
shipyard. After one and one- 
half years of that, they came 
to Marin and he re-entered the 
candy business. 


Local politics, and the pro­ 
motion of Marin County, 
soon became sidelines for 
Fusselman. In 1928, he was 
elected to the San Anselmo 
City Council, on which he 
served until election to the 
county board of supervisors 
in 1942. He also headed Mar­ 
velous Marin, Inc., a county- 
wide promotion organization 
of the ’30s. 


Although 
Mrs. 
Fusselman 
never returned to schoolteach- 
ing, she was elected to the first 
hoard of trustees of Marin 
Junior College District when 
the district was formed in 
1926, and remained continu­ 
ously on the board until she 
retired in 1959. She was sec­ 
retary for many years and 
president of the board the last 
three years of her service. 
Both have found much to do 
also in a variety of other public 
work during their long Marin 
residence. 
Although long retired from 
the candy business, Fusselman 
says all the half century of 
marriage “has been a sweet 
life.” Of “Billie,” he says with 
a chuckle, “She deserves the 
h i g h e s t commendation for 
sticking with me all these 
years.” 
To which his wife’s reply is 
simply, “Now, Bill!” 


Housing For

The committee has held two 
meetings thus far, conferring 
with federal housing authority 
and redevelopment agency.
